Weevils are costly boarders in 
Coffee County cribs. They eat 
thousands of dollars worth of 
corn each year. This fact can 
be verified by Mr. Cleve Wilson 
of the New Hope community. 

Farmers can stop this loss by 
spending only a little time and 
money to kill the weevils, states 
J. R. Speed, county agent. 

Clean the crib before storing 
the new corn crop. If floors and 
walls are not tight, cover them 
with buiding paper or other ma- 
terial, Speed advises. 

Fumigate corn with carbon 
bisulphide (high life) about two 
weeks after it is put into the 
crib. It may be-possible to wait 
until spring to fumigate,if wee- 
vils are not numerous now. 

Carbon bisulphide, says Speed 
should be applied at the rate 
of one gallon to 1,000 cubic feet 
of crib space. Pour it on top of 
the corn, leave the crib at once, 
and close doors tightly. When 
the weather is warm, weevils 
should be killed in about three 
days. 

Fires must be kept away from 
carbon bisulphide at all times. 
Do not feed livestock treated 
corn until crib has been thor- 
oughly aired. 


Farmers who planted breeders 
or first year seed this past 
spring are being urged by J. R. 
Speed, county agent, to save 
seed for planting the 1948 crop. 
Cotton seed must be kept pure 
at the gin, sacked, and stored 
in a dry place that is well ven- 
tilated. Good pure seed are al- 
ways soarce and bring best 
prices. 


Farmers can make their cot- 
ton worth an average of $15 
more a bale by doing a good job 
of picking and handling the 
crop. 

Growers who pick cotton 
green or wet and take it to the 
gin before it is dry can expect 
poor preparation, cleaning, and 
lint turnout, reminds O. N. An- 
drews, A. P, I. extension cotton 
specialist. This lower grade cot- 
ton is penalized five to 25 dol- 
lars per’ bale on the market, 


Cotton picked while damp 
from dew or rain should be 
spread on sheets in the field 
and be turned and dried before 
hauling. Do not insist that the 
ginner skin the seed. This may 
force him to lower the grade of 
the cotton, adds Andrews.

PRISON OFFICIAL 
LOSES JOB FOR 
SMUGGLING DOPE 


Montgomery — Virgil Burns 
of Montgomery was fired last 
week by Frank Boswell, Direc- 
tor of the Department of Cor- 
rections and Institutions, from 
his responsible job as assistant 
overseer at the Draper prison 
cotton mill on a charge of 
smuggling. 

Burns was apprehended by a- 
lert entrance guards who found 
32 strips of benzedrine hidden 
in his lunch container, 

Boswell reported that benze- 
drine traffic had been on the 
increase in the prison, It is a 
drug which prisoners can use in 
various ways, such as in coffee, 
or by chewing, or by boiling 
down for injection by a hypo- 
dermic needle. Recent exhaus- 
tive searches at Kilby prison 
have netted various inhalers, 
hot plates, and syringes used to 
administer dope. 

Burns was the second prison 
employee fired in recent months 
for smuggling dope into the pri- 
son and selling it to the inmates 

Boswell has just announced 
that a thorough investigation is 
going to be made in an effort 
to curtail all narcotic traffic in- 
to the state prisons. 


House Approves 
State Office 
Building 


In one of their swiftest moy- 
ing days the House voted an 
amendment to the bill author- 
izing the new 12-floor State Of- 
fice Building which increased 
the ceiling allowed for construc- 
jtion from $2,000,000 to $2,750,- 
000. If the Senate concurs on 
the amendment, construction of 
the new building can be started 
during the next few months. 

The House also passed a Dill 
which inéreases the state’s 
homestead exemption from $2,- 
1000 to $3,000, provided the in- 
come tax diversion amendment 
is voted by the people August 
26. Otherwise it will remain at 
the present level. 

The House approved a $350,- 
000 conditional appropriation 
for the construction of an up- 
to-date prison system with ade- 


quate sewer plant at the Atmore: 
Prison. Being conditional, this 


fund can only be appropriated 
if that much money is avaliable 
in the state treasury after the 
various other appropriations 
have been met.

PROPOSAL 


Montgomery — In one of the 

most far-reaching decisions 
nade in the current session, the 
House this week voted 73 to 22 
a $40,000,000 highway bond issue 
which, if passed by the Senate, 
will put the State of Alabama 
well on the way to a fine sys- 
tem of main highways and farm 
to market roads. 
Several representatives tried to 
have numerous amendments at- 
tached to the bond issue, but all 
were voted down. The most pro- 
minent amendment was to have 
the people vote on the bond is- 
sue, 

The bill calls for distributing 
$27,500,000 of the issue as an 
outright grant to the counties 
for the purpose of building farm 
to market roads. This would 
mean that each of the 67 coun- 
ties would receive approximate- 
ly $410,000. 

The remaining $12,500,000 is 
to be used to construct main 
highways. The bonds will be re- 
tired by revenue from gasoline 
taxes.

Senate Removes 
Tax Exemption 


The Senate this week put 
their stamp of approval on the 
previously House voted bill to 
bring in an additional $4,00,000 
in revenue to the state during 
the next year. The nature of the 
bill, now on the governor’s desk 
awaiting his signature, is the 
removal of the following items 
from the tax exempt category. 

1. Remoye tobacco products 
from sales and use tax exemp- 
tions; 

2. Remove alcoholic beverages 
not sold at State liquor stores 
from the sales and use tax ex- 
emptions; 

8. Provide for equalization of 
the cigar tax at the 1945 level; 
and 

4, Remove goods withdrawn 
from stock for personal use by 
the owner of a business from 
sales tax exemptions. 

This is one of the major bills 
that Gov. Folsom has been 
pushing during the current le- 
gislature session, and it is ex- 
pected that he will sign it into 
law immediately. 


Legislature To 
Adjourn Tomorrow 


Both Houses have now voted 
to adjourn August 15, but the 
question of reconvening is still 
in doubt. The House voted to 
return September 16 but the 
Senate originally voted to come 
back May 24, 1948. 

It is expected however that 
agreement will be reached soon 
and speculation is that the law- 
makers will return to capital 
Hill soon after the voters ex- 
press themselves on the propos- 
ed constitutional amendment to 
be voted upon August 26.

Farm News 


Use pure seed of proven vari- 
ties to make high ylelds_ of 
small grains, farmers were ad- 
vised this week by D. R. Harbor, 
API ertension assistant agrono- 
mist, 

Some varieties of oats, wheat 
and barley resist diseases more 
than others and are better suit- 
d to Alabama conditions. Poor 
seed are certain to give poor re- 
sults, said Harbor. Best varieties 
of late maturing oats are Red 
Rust Proof 43A, 100 bushel, and 
Nortex. These usually produce 
more and grow taller than oth- 
er varieties. They are more dif- 
ficult to combine than early 
maturing oats with short stems. 

Fulgrain, Fulghum, Victor- 
grain, and Fultex yield better 
than the other varieties that 
mature early. Fulghum is more 
susceptible to crown rust and 
grows taller than others of the 
early maturing group. 

Farmers who plan to produce 
large quantities of feed from 
oats but have limited harvest- 
ing equipment should plant 
some of both the early and late 
maturing varieties. This gives a 
longer harvesting period in the 
spring, points out Harbor, 


Oat seed must be treated with 
formaldehyde or ceresan to con- 
trol smut, the agronomist re- 
minds growers. 

In the northern part of the 
state, Sanford appears to be 
best wheat variety. Yields of 
wheat in the southern part of 
the state are rather low. 

Sunrise is the recommended 
variety of barley to grow, except 
in the Tennessee Valley. There 
Marnobarb does best. No barley 
variety tested by the Alabama 
Experiment Station has proved 
satisfactory at any location 
south of Auburn.

About Drinking

HE increase in the drinking 

habits of our nation is a source 
of concern, not only to the forces of 
morality, but to the liquor interests 
themselves, How strange it is to 
have the purveyors of a commodity 
urge moderation in its use! 


Undoubtedly the Bible’s answer 
to this whole problem is the only 
right one. The Word of God has 
many strong things to say con- 
cerning alcoholic beverages. Wise 
is the man who heeds the injunc- 
tions of Scripture. 


I, Liquor—a Description (Prov. 
20:1). 
HAT a striking text this Isl 
Think of its implications, 
‘Wine is a mocker.” It grasps its 
victim in a vicelike grip, and then 
taunts him in his inability to release 
himself. The drunkard is a victim 
of his own appetite, helpless to re- 
sist the temptation which ensnares 
him. 


The young person who takes his 
first drink for sociability is indeed 
deceived, in that alcoholié liquor 
Never reveals the possible cost 
which it exacts from the one who 
takes that first drink, The better 
part of valor is to leave the stuff 
alone. 


The Word of God says further 
that ‘strong drink is a brawler” 
(A.S.V.). All of us have probably 
seen how the drunkard enters into 
conflict entirely without reason. Li- 
quor seems to make a man sense- 
less to danger and quick to express 
anger. 

If, Liquor—a Warning (Prov. 23: 
19-21). 


HE admonition of this passage 

{s that we should not be found 
among drunkards and gluttonous 
men, 


Solomon here tells us of one of the 
results of drunkenness and gluttony 
—poverty. The drowsiness which is 
the result of both of these sins does 
indeed clothe a man with rags. 

If, therefore, we have no higher 
motive than that of self-respect, 
than that of having enough of this 
world’s goods to make a present- 
able appearance, we should avoid 

company with those who will lead 
us into the same excess that char- 
acterizes them. How important it 
is that we guide our hearts in 
God's way. : 

Let us understand, of course, that 
there are far higher motives for 
right living than those involved 

here, However, if we can come to 
the conclusion to avoid drinking on 
the basis of a lower motive, how 
much more important it is to come 
to the same conclusion on the basis 
of a higher one. As Christians, that 
higher motive concerns our testi- 
mony before men, our living a life 
that will cause others to want to 
know Christ; in short, our living for 
the glory of God. 

WI. Liquor—a History (Proy. 23: 


29-35; Eccles. 10:17). 

N THE first of these Scripture 

passages we have what may be 
called a history of drunkenness. 
This sin leads to woe, to sorrow, to 
contentions, to wounds without a 
cause, 

But that is not the end. Look care- 
fully at Proverbs 23:32 and stress 
the first three words, ‘‘At the last.” 
At the last, it does indeed bite like 
a serpent and sting like an adder, 


Such poison is injected into 
one’s body and soul that it seems 
as though there is no remedy, 
Thank God, there is a remedy; 
there is power in the blood of 
Christ to make the foulest clean. 


In verses 33 to 85 we read some 
of the results of drunkenness: Be- 
holding of strange things (vy. 33), 
utterance of perverse things (vy. 33), 
insensibility which is the result of 
drinking (v. 35), and inability to 
avoid succumbing to the same 
temptation all over again (v. 35). 

Is it any wonder that the admoni- 
tion is ‘‘Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it sparkleth in 
the cup, when it goeth down 
smoothly.”” Although man still has 
a semblance of right thinking, the 
temptation is great enough to de- 
ceive him as to the consequences, 


In view of such results, is it any 
wonder this same Preacher says 
{n Ecclesiastes 10:17 that the land 
is blessed when its rulers eat and 
drink for strength and not for 
drunkenness, 


It still is true that righteousness 
exalteth a nation, but that sin is a 
reproach to any people. And since 
the princes of the land as the lead- 
ers will frequently personify the 
people of the land as the followers, 
happy is that nation which has 
godly governers.

Small Town Heroes Win 


There was no time for deli- 
beration, The second story was 
ablaze. Mathew D, Cauble knew 
that crippled, old Leota D, Gun- 
ther was trapped in the inferno. 
Flames rose 15 feet at the rear 
of the house. 

Cauble, not familiar with the 
arrangement of the house in- 
terior, entered the front door. 
He was asked by another wo- 
man to carry the trapped wo- 
man outside. Immediately he 
followed the woman up a stair- 
way to a hallway on the second 
floor, where she pointed to the 
room of the trapped old wo- 
woman. 

Fighting the clouds of smoke 
and piercing flames, Cauble ran 
to an adjoining room and quick- 
ly entered the woman’s room. 
He wrapped a quilt around her, 
drapped her over his shoulders, 
and rapidly began to descend to 
the stairway. 

He had hardly reached the 
foot of the stairs when the roof 
and ceiling of her room and the 
adjoining room crashed into the 
second floor. Running with the 


heavy load on his shoulders, 
Cauble carried the old woman 
to safety. In a few minutes 


flames destroyed the entire se- 
cond floor, 

For his heroic efforts that 
evening in Chillicothe, O., Ma- 
thew D. Cauble won the famed 
Carnegie hero medal and $500. 
His name joined the numerous 
heroes who are inscribed with 
their deeds on the renowned 
Carnegie Hero Fund Commis- 
sion honor roll in Pittsburgh.

Near Cypress Junction, Ark., 
ten-year-old Gloria Edwards 
was riding horseback. Suddenly 
her mount bolted—straight for 
a railroad track on which a 
freight train was passing, Her 
screams attracted a 12-year-old 
riding companion, Fredrick 
Campbell. 

The boy galloped after her 
and grasped her from her horse 
just before the animal struck 
the train and fell dead. Fred-

Thornton, running 15 feet on 
the hardpacked snow and _ ice, 
reached the girl when the loco- 
motive was within 60 feet of her 
He grabbed her coat beneath 
her arm, With his hand he jerk- 
ed and partly dragged her and 
started to run from the track. 

At his second step, he slipped 
and fell to his knees at a point 
three feet from the _ track. 
Clasping the girl to his chest, he 
crawled four feet further, just 
as the speeding locomotive pass- 
by. 

For defying death to Save lit- 
tle Lorraine Sinchok, Thornton 
was awarded the bronze medal 
and $250.

Billion Acres In 10 Years 


Farmer-supervisors of 
Wiregrass Soil Conservation 
District this week joined the 
supervisors of 1,900 other dis- 
tricts throughout the Nation in 
observing two major events in 
soil and water conservation his- 
tory. 

First is the tenth anniversary 
of soil conservation districts; 
second is the reaching of the 
billionth-acre mark in soil con- 
servation district organization 

The Nation’s first soil conser- 
vation district was created by 
landowners in North Carolina 
August 4, 1937, said Chairman 
D. H. Jones of the local district. 


That district is the Brown 
Creek Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict which includes the farm 


where Dr. Hugh H,. Bennett, now 
chief of the Soil Conservation 
Service was born and reared, 

Chairman James said that the 
soil conservation district move- 
ment has made faster progress 
than the pioneers in soil and 
water conservation first thought 
possible. 

“We had no idea, when the 
first districts were being organ- 
ized by farmers that in ten 
years we would have districts 
covering a billion acres,” he said 
“T believe that here is proof that 
landowners, when given an Op- 
portunitf, will take the leader- 
ship in solving their own soil 
and water conservation prob- 


thejlems. Each district 


ithe lead in 


is organized 
by farmers and controlled by 
them under authority of a state 
law.” 

Farmers in Coffee, Dale, Ge- 
neva, Henry, Houston and Pike 
Counties voted to organize the 
Wiregrass Soil Conservation 
District in 1940, Since that time 
Soil Conservation Service tech- 
nicians assigned to the district 
have assisted 2,346 farmers. to 
plan and begin applying com- 
plete farm soil and water con- 
servation programs on 402,470 
acres. 

Serving with Mr, James on 
the board of supervisors are: M. 
A, Deese, Dale County; T. M. 
Tew, Geneva County; C, F. Rey- 
nolds, Henry County; Glenn 
Lawrence, Houston County; and 
Sam 8. Williams, Pike County. 

Farmers in the Southeast took 
the district move- 
ment from the beginning, said 
District Chairman James. 

Today according to reports by 
Dr. T. S. Buie, Southeastern 
regional conservator of the Soil 
Conservation Service, 317 soll 
conservation districts cover 
more than 838 per cent of the 
farms in the nine southeastern 
states of Alabama, Florida, Ge-

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Voters To Decide Fate Of 


Income Tax Amendment Tue. 


School Teachers 
Raise Depends 


On Outcome 


The fate of the school tax 
amendment is to be decided in 
next Tuesday’s election, Reports 
from the, Citizens Committee for 
Education show that the a- 
mendment has been steadily 
raining favor throughout the 
state and predict its passage. 
The recent endorsement by the 
state Old Age Pension Associa- 
tion has greatly encouraged the 
backers. 

The tax being voted on {is not 
a new tax and does not increase 
present taxes. The income tax, 
passed in 19338, was earmarked 
for specific purposes, of paying 
up the old bonded indebtedness 
of the state and reducing the ad 
valorem taxes. The tax has al- 
ready provided enough money 
to pay all the old debts and pro- 
vide for a $2,000 homestead ex- 
emption. Money 1s still coming 
in from this tax and is accumu-~ 
lating in a surplus. The object 
of the amendment is to make 
possible for the state to apply 
this money on current expenses. 

Basically the provisions of the 
amendment are: 

1, Of the money already in 
the state treasury approxl- 
mately six and one-half million 
dollars will go into a school 
building fund to be divided be- 
tween the counties. 

3. Of the money that comes in 
in the future a part will be used 
to make up for revenue lost by 
the homestead exemptions and 
the remainder will be used to 
pay the salaries of school teach- 
ers. 

This amendment is vital - to 
every Alabamian, ‘The legisla- 
ture is counting heavily on it 
in the new budget. If the a- 
mendment does not pass there 
is a strong likelihood that new 
taxes’ will be put on when the 
legislature meets again after 
the election.

COTTON 
Quality cotton means top 
prices. This quality depends 


largely on how cotton is picked 
and handled before it is ginned. 
Cotton should be picked clean, 
free of stone and burrs as pos- 
sible and green, wet cotton 
should be spread out and dryed 
well before hauling to the gin. 
Ginners can do a_ better job 
with clean, dry cotton. 


PLANT MORE LUPINE 

Blue lupine is the best known 
winter legume for Coffee Coun- 
ty. Farmers should plant blue 
lupine on all their cotton and 
peanut land. The amount of 
seed needed to do this should 
be bought now. Do not wait un- 
til planting time to buy the 
seed. Fertilizer is not necessary 
when seeding lupine following 
cotton. Cut the cotton stalks 
and plant with a cotton, peanut 
or corn planter. 

See your county agent for ad- 
ditional information, 


PEANUT WORM 

The peanut worm has been 
found in several peanut fields 
south and west of Enterprise 
with eight small worms to the 
hunch. County Agent Speed is 
urging all farmers to keep close 
check on their peanuts, also to 
get cryolite and arrange for 
dusting. 

DDT and arsenate are not re- 
commended as a dust to control 
the peanut worm on peanuts 
where farmers plan on saving 
the vines for hay to feed live- 
stock on the farm or market, 


FARM LABOR 
For the past three or four 
years there has been foreign la- 
bor for farmers during peanut 
harvesting season.

FARMERS CAN HELP 
REDUCE GIN FIRES 
Cotton gin fires that each 


year cost growers and others of 
the cotton industry millions of 
dollars can be reduced in num- 
ber by farmers being more care- 
ful in picking and handling the 
crop. 

Some of these fire losses trace 
directly back to the farmer, 
says Lawrence Ennis, Jr., API 
extension ginning specialist. Ma- 
jor causes of gin fires are rocks, 
matches, and other foreign ma- 
terial in seed cotton brought to 
gin, wet cotton, and static elec- 
tricity. By keeping cotton dry 
free of foreign material farmers 
can help reduce fire losses. En- 
nis also explains that this will 
give growers cleaner cotton, bet- 
ter lint, higher grades, and low- 
er marketing costs, 


The P&MA origination (for- 
merly AAA) is again in opera- 
tion after several weeks of in- 
activity. W. F. Baker, county 
administration Officer states 
assistance is being offered on 
superphosphate or basic slag to 
be used to winter legumes or 
permanent pastures, limestone 
for cropland or pastures, terrac- 
ing and oats for winter grazing. 
I trust every farmer in the 
county will arrange to take full 
advantage of the assistance be- 
ing offered by the P&MA, 
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(OATS ARE TO 
LEAD OTHER 
FALL CROPS 


Oats will cover more Coffee 
County farm land this fall than 
any other crop, and farmers 
plan to use them for grain, 
grazing and hay. 

There is hardly a farm in the 
county on which oats can’t be 
grown successfully, J, R, Speed, 
county agent said this week. 
The crop can be broadcast, dril- 
led in, or planted with a knock- 
er distributor, Every farm has 
what is needed to put in oats. 

Another advantage of oats is 
that growers can put the crop 
to several uses, Some farmers 
grow the crop for grain alone; 
others like it for hay. Many 
farmers find that they get more 
feed by grazing oats through 
the winter, taking stock off 
March 1, then saving a grain 
crop. Oats for grain, grazing, or 
hay are excellent and farmers 
should use them in one or more 
of these ways, believes Speed. 

Only land which has grown 
up in weeds or is too rough for 
combines or mowing machines 
needs to be turned and disked 
before planting. Oats can be 
seeded in cotton or corn middles 
without any soil preparation, 

Oats can be planted alone or 
in mixtures with vetch when 
they are to be grazed or cut for 
hay. Speed says oats must be 
planted alone for grain. The 
crop needs fertilizer at planting 
time and a top dressing of nit- 
rogen in the fall for early graz- 
ing. To control smut, oat seed 
must be treated with formalde- 
hyde before they are planted. 

Best planting dates are from 
September 1 to October 15. 
Speed reminds growers’ that 
early plantings give earlier and 
heavier grazing.

MILK SUPPLY 
BALANCE NEEDER 


The poor balance between the 
summer and winter milk pro- 
duction has become so serious 
that API Extension Dairyman 
C. BE. Teague fears Alabama’s 
dairy industry will be crippled 
unless farmers correct the situ- 
ation. 

Figures releasea this week by 
Teague show that during the 
winter period—October through 
March—only 40 per cent of the 
ientires year’s supply is being 
produced. The other 60 per cent 
comes from April through Sep- 
tember. The trend during the 
past few years has been toward 
more summer milk and less win- 
ter milk 

This trend is just the opposite 
to what should be happening 
and must be changed, says Tea- 
gue. No milk plant can operate 
successfully when it gets only 
40 per cent of its milk during 
six winter months. Neither can 
a farmer make dairying pay 
when his herd’s production is 
mainly in the summer. Consum- 
ers need a steady amount of 
milk during the entire year. 

Breeding cows to freshen in 
early fall and more winter graz- 
ing crops are two factors which 
give better year-round milk pro- 
duction, states Teague. Fall 
freshening cows not only pro- 
duce more during winter, when 
milk prices are best, but their 
total production for the year is 
higher than cows that freshen 
in spring, Since the cheapest 
feed dairymen can grow is win- 
ter grazing, a greater part of 
the milk should be produced 
during winter.

‘Those 
who produce for manufacturing 
plants should have all of their 
cows calve during the fall while 
75 per cent of every grade A 
producer’s cows should calve in 
the fall, believe Teague.

The veterans are paid under 
the federal GI Bill of Rights; 
the industrial workers under the 
state’s regular unemployment 
compensation program. 

Payments for this county were 
divided as follows: Unemploy- 
ment veterans, $15,158; Self- 
employed veterans, $33,934; and 
State-insured ftdustrial work- 
ers, $7,324. 

In Montgomery, S, Fleetwood 
Carnley, director of industrial 
relations announced that, in the 
state as a whole, $1,727,000 went 
to unemployed veterans in July, 
an increase of 27 per cent over 
June; $1,442,000 to self-employ- 
ed veterans, a decrease of 7 per 
cent; $884,000 to state-insured 
industrial workers, an increase 
of 22 per cent.
